To  the  Chairman  and  ^embers  of  the  Tonbridge  Rural  District  Council 


Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  1969* 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  District,  given 
by  the  Registrar-General,  was  29*^00,  an  inciease  of  210  over  the 
mid-1968  figure. 

The  total  number  of  registered  live  births  was  ^k8  (  272 
males  and  276  females) ,  this  figure  being  slightly  higher  than  last 
year's  total  of  538.  The  crude  birth  rate  was  I8.6  per  1,000  popu¬ 
lation,  the  corrected  birth  rate  being  19 *2,  compared  with  I6.3  for 
England  and  V/ales. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  totalled  303  (15^ 
males  and  l49  females).  The  crude  death  rate  per  1,000  population 
was  10.3.  The  corrected  death  rate  for  the  District  was  8.8  compared 
with  11.9  for  England  and  V/ales. 

Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  12,  giving 
an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  22.0  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
18.0  The  Neo-Natal  death  rate  (the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under 
four  weeks)  was  I5.O. 

There  were  I8  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus 
(  16  males  and  2  females) ,  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  number  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  recorded  in 
the  District  was  292,  compared  with  127  in  1968. 
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On  page  17  of  this  Report,  figures  are  given  showing  the 
number  of  persons  immunised  and  vaccinated  during  the  year  under 
review.  This  information  is  supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
to  whom  I  offer  my  thanks. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  for  their 
unfailing  courtesy,  and  especially  Mr. Davies,  not  only  for  his  energy 
and  efficiency,  and  that  of  the  department,  but  also  for  the  account 
of  work  of  the  department  embodied  in  this  report,  no  less  than  for 
the  execution  of  the  work  itself.

The  name  and  address  of  the 
appropriate  midwife  for  any  particular  district  is  usually  known  to  the 
patient’s  doctor,  but  can  be  obtained  from  the  District  Office  of  the  County 
Council . 

Home  Nursing  Service 

The  County  Council  provides  a  service  free  of  charge  for  the  attendance 
on  persons  whose  doctors  require  them  to  be  nursed  in  their  own  homes.  The 
nurse's  attendance  is  normally  arranged  by  the  doctor,  but  the  name  and  address 
of  the  appropriate  nurse  for  any  particular  district  is  obtainable  from  the 
District  Office  of  the  County  Council. 

Domestic  Help  Service 

Domestic  help  service  may  be  provided  in  households  where  it  is  needed 
owing  to  the  presence  of  a  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother, 
mentally  subnormal,  aged  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age,  but  only 
where  there  is  no  able-bodied  person  in  the  household  capable  of  carrying 
out  the  necessary  household  duties.

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Night  and  Evening  Service 


Evening  service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are  bedridden  or 
housebound  and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare  for  the  night  and 
includes  the  provision  of  a  light  meal  or  hot  drink  and  attention  to  fires o 
Night  service  is  provided,  for  no  longer  than  three  weeks  unless  there  are 
exceptional  circumstances,  for  the  care  of  seriously  ill  people  who  are 
living  in  their  own  homes  and  who  need  attention  during  the  night*  In 
some  cases  the  service  is  provided  for  one  to  three  nights  a  week  to  give 
relief  to  relatives. 


Family  Gare  Service 

After  consultation  with  the  Children's  Department,  this  service  is 
provided  for  the  short-term  care  of  children  in  their  own  homes  during  the 
absence  of  the  mother  by  reason  of  admission  to  hospital  for  illness  or 
confinement  or  in  other  special  circumstances.  Help  is  given  only  to 
families  where  care  of  at  least  two  children  is  involved  and  the  period  of 
service  is  limited  to  three  months. 


Family  Welfare  Service 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parent's  consent,  in  households 
where  the  habits,  behaviour  and  s' andards  of  living  of  the  family  are  much 
below  those  generally  accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  live.  The 
three  main  objectives  of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of 
the  families,  to  improve  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  to  keep  the 
families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up.  Intensive  training  for  a 
period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a  follow-on  service 
for  nine  months.  In  families  where  there  is  medical  evidence  of  mental 
subnormality  the  continuance  of  the  service  after  the  initial  period  of 
three  months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a  week  until  the 
youngest  child  reaches  compulsory  school  age.

There  were  no  changes  in  the  supplies  of  water  during  the  year,  the  Mid-Kent 
Water  Company  continued  to  supply  the  majority  of  premises  in  the  District,  the 
I  remainder  being  supplied  by  the  Sevenoaks  and  Tonbridge  Water  Company,  the 

Tunbridg^^  Wells  Water  Undertaking  and  the  Mid-Sussex  Water  Company,  In  addition 
a  small  number  of  premises  received  piped  water  from  private  sources, 

I 

Supplies  during  the  year  were  sufficient  and  the  quality  generally  satisfac¬ 
tory  though  a  number  of  consumers  in  the  village  of  Tudeley  were  troubled  with 
I  the  intermittent  depositing  of  rust  from  the  mains  of  the  private  Somerhill 

Estate  supply.  This  was  due  to  a  breakdown  of  the  pumps  at  the  works  causing  the 
reservoir  and  mains  to  be  emptied.  The  Estate  had  the  pipes  flushed  out  on 
I  several  occasions  which  resulted  in  a  marked  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the 
I  supply. 

All  supplies  were  periodically  sampled  throughout  the  year  and  routine 
testing  was  also  carried  out  by  the  Undertakers,

6,152  properties  in  the  District. 

The  Tunbridge  V/ells  Water  Undertaking 

There  have  been  no  important  extensions  of  mains  carried  out  in  the 
District  during  1969 . 

2. Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Mr .G.L.Plastow,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  has  kindly  supplied  the 
undermentioned  information 

Works  carried  out  during  I969 

(a)  Pembury 

Work  has  been  completed  on  the  new  sewage  treatment  works  serving  the 
village  and  the  plant  was  officially  opened  in  July. 

(b)  Speldhurst  -  Blowers  Hill 

A  pumping  station  and  length  of  sewer  was  laid  at  Speldhurst  to  serve 
a  proposed  housing  site.  The  Ministry  would  not,  however,  allow  this  scheme 
to  include  the  connection  of  existing  properties  and  a  further  approach  will 
be  made  in  1970  with  a  view  to  completing  the  scheme.

(c)  Hildenborough 


The  first  stage  of  the  Hildenborough  Sewerage  Scheme  was  carried  out, 
which  provided  a  relief  sewer  from  Leigh  Road  to  the  Council’s  pumping  station 
at  Hilden  Park  Road» 

It  is  hoped  to  continue  with  the  scheme  to  pump  the  sewage  to  the  Tonbridge 
Urban  District  Council's  sewage  treatment  works  during  1970o 

(d)  Works  carried  out  by  Private  Developers 

The  Council  have  also  adopted  soil  and  surface  water  sewers  laid  by- 
private  developers  to  serve  the  new  housing  estates, 

(e)  Future  Programme 

(i)  Hatfield,  Brenchley  and  Horsmonden  Regional  Scheme 

The  design  work  for  this  scheme  has  now  been  completed  and  tenders  are 
due  to  be  returned  in  January ,1970,  It  is  expected  that  work  will  take  two 
years.  This  includes  the  sewering  of  Hatfield,  Petteridge , Castle  Hill, Brenchley 
and  Horsmonden  to  one  works  at  Grovehurst  Farm, Horsmonden,  The  sewage  from 
Harden  in  Haidstone  Rural  District  Council's  area  and  Curtisden  Green  in  Cranbrook 
Rural  District  Council's  area  will  also  be  pumped  to  this  works  for  treatment, 

(ii)  Hadlow 

Detailed  drawing  work  was  commenced  for  the  provision  of  the  new  sewage 
treatment  works  at  Hadlow  for  the  sewerage  of  Golden  Green  and  Barnes  Street, 

It  is  hoped  to  start  work  on  this  in  the  summer  of  1970. 

(iii)  Pembury 

A  tender  has  been  accepted  for  providing  main  drainage  for  the  Tonbridge 
Road  area  of  Pembury  and  this  is  to  be  executed  during  the  spring  of  1970o  This 
will  connect  some  ten  properties  to  the  Council's  pumping  station  at  Woodsgate 
Way, 


(iv)  Horsmonden 

Hinistry  approval  has  been  obtained  for  the  completion  of  the  sewering 
of  Lamberhurst  Road,  Horsmonden,  which  will  enable  the  Council's  overloaded 
sewage  treatment  works  at  SpringfMd  Cottages  to  be  abandoned.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  work  will  be  put  in  hand  early  in  1970, 

(v)  Ashurst  (Speldhurst  Parish) 

A  scheme  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  Hinistry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
to  obtain  their  views  on  the  possibility  of  providing  a  packaged  plant  of  the 
extended  aeration  type  in  order  to  replace  the  existing  overloaded  treatment  plant. 
Further  details  have  been  requested  by  the  Hinistry  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
Hinistry 's  approval  will  be  forthcoming, 
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(vi)  Hildenborough 


Problems  have  arisen  in  Hildenborough  due  to  increased  run  off  of 
surface  water  from  the  Sevenoaks  By-Pass  and  the  proposed  run  off  from 
the  Tonbridge  By-Pass, 

The  County  Surveyor  has  made  proposals  for  increasing  the  size  of 
culverts  in  the  area  to  deal  with  this  problem,  and  to  alleviate  flooding 
caused.  This  Council  are  prepared  to  help  financially  and  are  urging 
the  County  Council  to  carry  out  this  work  as  soon  as  possible. 

Safety  in  Sewers 


On  three  occasions  during  19^9 »  noxious  substances  were  discharged 
to  the  sewers,  resulting  in  toxic  gases  being  present  in  the  Council's 
pumping  stations  at  Paddock  V/ood,  The  Council  are  providing  detection 
apparatus  safety  and  other  essential  equipment  to  meet  recommendations 
recently  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government, 


3oRefuse  Collection  and  Lisposal 

During  the  year  the  Council  purchased  a  Shark  refuse  collection 
vehicle  which  because  of  its  large  capacity  will  be  useful  in  the  more 
built-up  areas.  This  vehicle  uses  a  rotating  drum  to  compact  the  refuse, 
which  also  pulverises  the  material  to  a  degree, 

A  rubber-tyred  loading  shovel  was  purchased  for  use  on  the  isolated 
tips  which  the  authority  are  having  to  consider  using, 

A  weekly  collection  service  has  generally  been  maintained. 

Disposal  has  continued  by  controlled  tipping  on  sites  at  Horsmonden 
and  Speldhurst,  the  latter  being  used  jointly  with  a  private  contractor.

9.  Food  Poisoning 

Two  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.  The 
infection  in  one  case  was  due  to  Salmonella  Panama,  and  the  causative 
organism  in  the  other  case  was  Salmonella  Typhi-murium. 
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
